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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed 12/22/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The Applicant asserts that since the title, sections and subsections mentioned by 
Ferrel are assigned GIUDs, then the limitation regarding 'identifiers of the objects... that 
are allowed to non-unique relative to other objects within different environment' is not 
disclosed by Ferrel. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. Ferrel disclosed that 
objects can be shared across content providers or publishers (Column 7 Lines 25-30) , 
and that objects may be linked with many titles (Column 22 Lines 10-15). The concepts 
of re-usable programming objects are well known in the art of object-oriented 
programming, such that objects are only created once (and named only once) and re- 
used across several documents. While each object may be assigned a GUID, the 
obiect instance is derived from the hierarchical structure (Container, title, section, 
subsection) that the object is linked to. Thus, the context of environment is described 
using the combination of the GUIDs assigned to the higher level objects that compose 
said hierarchical structure. Given an object that is linked to two container object stores, 
the obiect instance(s) (as identified by the said context environment) will be different 
and independent for each object instance.
